DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in answer to the amendment filed April 24, 2003. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

With regard to claim 1: none of the references of record prior to applicant's filing date discloses, 
teaches, or suggests a power management topology for a charge controller of a battery powering a 
portable electronic device that adjusts a duty cycle of a PWM signal, and thereby regulates the DC power 
source where only the external AC/DC adapter comprises a PWM generator. As noted herein, and as 
stated in the applicants arguments on page 4, the claimed invention eliminates the need for a PWM 
generator and controller, power switches and a DC/DC converter in a charger circuit, thereby 
economizing power topology; it also removes heat-generating portions of a conventional battery charging 
circuit powering the portable electronic device to the external AC/DC adapter.
